The only males on the entire six specials 
were the train crews and Pullman porters. 
True, one car on each train was reserved for 
married couples and mere husbands were 
allowed in that car, but outside of that car 
on each train a man did not have a chance.

The Santa Pe made special provisions for 
the accommodation of the women travelers, 
and the specials made side trips to several 
points of interest.

This item, clipped from the Los Angeles 
Express, indicates the kind of service the 
Santa Fe provides its passengers. It is of 
interest to Torrance because the obstacles 
preventing the Santa Fe building into Tor­ 
rance have been removed and plans are now 
being put into operation to extend the line 
from El Segundo to the Harbor by way of 
Torrance. When this extension of twelve 
miles is completed Torrance will have one of 
the finest transcontinental lines in the coun­ 
try. Torrance wants service in transporta­ 
tion, and the Santa Fe gives service. The 
Santa Fe will put Torrance on the railway 
map of the United States. It will be a big 
thing for our city when the Santa Fe trains 
enter Torrance. Think how many nice things 
those six train loads of women could say 
about our beautiful industrial city'

AN OPPORTUNITY

The laying of the cornerstone of the 
Methodist church, June 1, represented more

new fir^cuck and perhaps give it. attention, j_ 
long Aiough to' decide there is no fire in our !   
section of town. Or if it be Monday evening i 
when we hear the fire truck leave its tempo­ 
rary quarters on Cabrillo avenue, we take 
sufficient time from our evening paper to 
remark. "Il's- just the firemen out for prac­ 
tice." If tho big fire truck goes booming by 
us on the street we admire the big red ma­ 
chine and possibly sigh for the days of our 
boyhood when the fire engine was drawn by 
a spectacular team of horses and it was our 
sole ambition to be a fireman and wear a big 
tin hat when we grew up.

All these reflections are human, but do we 
appreciate the tact, that the painter in white 
cap and jumper, the plumber in his shirt 
sleeves, ihr business man, and others cling­ 
ing to the rail of the engine as it swings out 
into the si reel for a practice session of two 
or three hours, are devoting their time to this 
work without salary or wage? Do we prop­ 
erly appreciate the fact that they have done 
a day's work and are no doubt just as tired 
and desirous of rest and recreation as are 
we?

Yet these men give up their Monday eve­ 
nings for fire drill, and in addition hold them­ 
selves in readiness day or night to respond to 
a fire call, and risk their life if need be, with 
no financial recompense expected.

With the occupation of the recently com­ 
pleted firehouse a caretaker of the fire truck 
will be on duty _and receive a salary from 
the city. With this one exception, no mem­ 
ber of the company of sixteen men receive 
any pay for either their attendance at drill 
practice or their time spent in fighting an 
actual fire.

The fire department of Torrance is com­ 
posed of two companies of eight men each, 
who drill on alternate Monday evenings, un­ 
der the leadership of B. F. Hannebrink.

Chief Hannebrink and several of his men 
have served the fire department of Torrance 
for several years without salary or fee. Now 
that, the city is incorporated and growing rap­ 
idly the time and efforts of the members of 
the city fire department should be appreciated 
sufficiently by at least being paid a fee for 
each actual fire attended. The men who 
stand between the homes of Torrance and 
destructive fire are entitled to some token of 
appreciation at the hands of the citizens.
